Settlement of War Debts 
Strongly Urged by Congress

BRUSSELS, June 23—The stabili- 
zation of the prices of cotton and 
woo! or at least the “exclusion of ex- 
tremes, whether high or low’ was 
ativocated by John Syz, president of 
the International Cotton Federation 
aud president of the Swiss National 
Council of the International Chamber 
speaking at yesterday's congress. 

Mr. Syz had just been referring to 
the unprecedented increase in the 
production of rayon—an artificial 
silk—and while refusing to prophesy 
what effect an increase would have 
on the future of wool and cotton in- 
dustries, he indicated that without 
a comparative stabilization of prices 
the two old. established materials 
would be bard put to it to find mar- 
kets. Mr. Syz estimated the output 
of rayon for 1925 at 70,000,000 kilo- 
grams, equivatlent to 400,000 bales 
of cotton. The United States, he 
said, produced 30 per cent of the 
total—22,000,000 kilos—Italy coming 
second with 12,500,000. 

“But this,” said Mr. Syz, “is omly 
the beginning.” 

Reduction in Price’ 

“On all sides one hears of new fac- 
tories in the course of construction, 
which will soon be ready to start 
operations. In this case, a reduction 
in the price of this article is inevi- 
table. New possibilities for the use 
of rayon will be open.”

Federal law 
enforcement energies will be directed 
primarily against the bootleg indus- 
try in all phases of its operations. 
Effort will be made to assist and de- 
velop local enforcement. 

The Treasury Department will 
work in closest possible co-opera- 
tion with the Department of Justice 
and its agents, both at headquarters 
and in the field. All control of al- 
cohol, except the collection of the 
federal tax, is made the sole respon- 
sibility of the prohibition adminis- 
trators representing the commis- 
sioner of internal revenue.

Meeting Expansion Problems 

Four years of effort have been 
marked by four years of accom- 
plishment. They have been years 
of toil, but have yielded a full har- 
vest. You gre justly entitled to a 
reward foryour labors. What re- 
ward could be greater than: the re- 
lief which has been given the tax- 
payers, and the prospect for their 
further relief? What reward,could 
be greater than their faith in you? 
There can be no interruption in this 
effort for constructive economy in 
‘the federal business. To this we are 
dedicated. It is an effort to enrich 
the lives of the people we serve. 
There could be no nobler purpose. 

Ours is a Government of the peo- 
ple. To conduct the business of 
government so as to bring the 
greatest possible benefit to the peo- 
ple is to honor our constitutional 
obligations. Constructive economy 
in the business of governmenet is 
for the benefit of the people. We 
are fast reaching the time .when.we 
can not look forward to apprecia- 
ble reduction in the legitimate cost 
of government. This nation is grow- 
ing, and in the normal cqurse ‘of 
events we must face a general ex- 
pansion of its legitimate business, 
but increasing resources and num- 
bers will leave the burden on éach 
of us diminished. Even greater 
watchfulness, greater care over our 
expenditures, must be 
successfully to continue this cam- 
paign. The task is becoming more 
difficult, but the more difficult the 
task the greater is the reward of 
success. In this great business of 
the Government we are undoubtedly 
continuing activities. which are no 
longer essential or productive. The 
undertaking of new projects or lines 
of effort made essential by chang- 
ing conditions should be marked by 
the weeding out of those no longer 
essential. I refer, of course, to those 
functions which are within your 
administrative discretion. 


Confining Governmental Functions 

Unfortunately the Federal Gov- 
ernment has strayed far afield from 
its legitimate business. It has tres- 
passed upon fields where there 


should be no trespass. [If we could 
confine our federal expenditures to 
the legitimate obligations and func- 
tions of the Federal Government a 
material reduction would be ap- 
parent. But far more important 
than this would be its effect upon 
the fabric of our constitutional form 
of government, which. tends to be 
gradually weakened and undermined 
by this encroachment. The cure for 
this is not in our hands. It lies with 
the people. It will come when they 
realize the necessity of state assump- 
tion of state responsibility. It will 
come when thev realige that the 
laws under which the Feder:ul Gov- 
ernment hands out contributions to 
the states are placing upon them a 
double burden of taxation—tederal 
taxation in the first instance to 
raise the moneys which the Govern- 
ment donates to the states, and 
State taxation in the second instance 
to meet the extravagances of state 
expenditures which are tempted by 
federal donations.

Keep in mind how heroically they 
bore the enormous burden of war 
taxes.

During the period from April 6, 
1917, to June 30, 1920, the people 
paid in extraordinary war taxes 
alone more than $10,500,000,000. This 
was nearly one-third of our total 
extraordinary war expenditures for 
the same period, which amounted to 
approximately $33,500,000,000.

It will 
require your best efforts to hold the 
expenditures for next year within

Estimates for 1927. 


The estimates for the fiscal year 
1927 are our next consideration. I\ 
will be my effort to hold these 
estimates within a total of $3,080,- 
000,000, exclusive of the postal serv- 
ice. This figure does not contemplate 
any enlargement of our expenditure 
program for 1927 over what.is esti- 
mated for 1926. It contemplates a 
shrinkage of this program. To ac- 
complish the objective which I have 
outlined for 1927 will require your 
fullest assistance and co-operation. 
Scrutinize carefully each. item of 
your estimates before you submit 
them to the Director of the Bureau 
of the Budget. 

We are waging a fight for the tax- 
payers. We are nearing the time 
when constructive econom) in the 
business of government will not find 
a refiection in continuing ijeseening 
yearly outlays. But the necessity for 
constructive economy in our opera- 
tions will ever be with us. Its en- 
forcement is our privilege and duty 
because thereby we serve the people. 

I would like you to give most care- 
ful consideration to the matter of 
personnel. On June 80, 1915, there 
were approximatel 440,000 em- 
ployees in the executive civil service. 
On June 30, 1924, the total number 
in. the executive civil service was 
554,986, an increase of nearly 115,000 
in nine years from 1915 to 1924. Of 
tl.is increase 46,000 were in the postal 
service. I am not unmindful of the 
fact that the annual percentage in- 
crease in the executive civil service 
for the two decades ending June 30, 
1915, exceeded that for the following 
nine years. The comparison is 5.2 per 
cent for the former period as against 
2.9 per cent for the latter. This, 
however, does not mean that we need 
give no attention to thé personne! 
now in the public service. I do not 
advocate an undermanned public 
service. This would be false economy 
and. disastrous in its results. I do, 
however, advocate and desire the 
closest supervision over your person- 
nel requirements so that any sur- 
plusage may be prevented.

+made. There are yet wastes to be 
eliminated. I expect you to prosecute 
a campaign of relentless economy to 
that end, not only in expenditures 
for 1926, but in the preparation of 
estimates for 1927. I am convinced 
that this way lies the welfare of the 
people of this country. Fidelity to 
our oaths of office admits of no other 
course. Wastrels, careless adminis- 
trators of the Government's sub- 
stance, are out of place in the fed- 
eral service. They will not be 
tolerated. 

If this policy means sacrifice, it is 
sacrifice for the benefit of 115,000, 
000 people. Their interests are para- 
mount. Criticism by a few, who 
look askance at drastic paring down 
of spending, has little weight in the 
scale against the spontaneous com- 
mendation of the millions of people 
who have had brought to them with 
unmistakable clearness the result 
of such economy. And, similarly, 
the strongly urgec desires of a 
class should have little weight with 
you if adverse to the interests of 
the whole people.

ROTOR SHIP TESTS

S THE bed-sitting room in-

| The United States Department of 
|Agriculture has a good deal to say 


about the desirability of the grape 
hyacinth, a plant with small flowers 
resembling the bloom whose name 


it bears. 


In the department bulletin 1327 
the attention of small growers is 
called to the virtues of these bulbs. 
They are not adapted to handling in 
large quantities and they require 


particular care in storage, However, 
'in a small acreage intensively culti- 
‘vated ‘the plants give great satis- 


faction and adapt themselves to 
many different conditions. A crop 
of 100,000 bulbs can be produced 
twice a year on about one-fifth of 
an acre. 

The amateur, if she gets good 
stocks, can raise the flowers with 
little difficulty and will find them 
ornamental in garden borders, par- 
ticularly, and in vases. 

The varieties recommended are 
conicum, heavenly-blue, and azurea. 

The bulletin, so long as the print- 
ing lasts, will be mailed on request 
by the United States Department of 
Agriculture, Washington, D. C. In 
asking for it, the number, 1327, must 
be given.

More than 
likely they have turned away from 
themes which, indubitably, have suf- 
fered from endless treatment of a 
most conventional and repetitious 
nature. Yet, to take that peculiarly 
favored month of June, can we 
imagine that the hearts of men could 
ever become insensitive to its beauty” 
That each generation should not 
respond with ever-fresh wonder [to 
its charms as each year brings the 
ever-new delight? 

In: reviewing the Englis* poetie 
tradition we must remember that 
England's season advances more rap- 
idly than America’s; and hence that 
nature in that clime has always 
lavished her. gifts of early summer 
fulfillment upon the month of May. 
England's poets, accordingly, have 
expended more of their enthusiasm 
upon this earlier time than upon 
the subsequent month,-which is there 
more like the American July. Yet 
from Spenser to Katherine Tynan 
they have left us many a ravishing 
picture permanently enshrining the 
wonder of this first promise and 
fruition of summer. We are told 
that the exquisite lyric, “Sumer is 
icumen in” is the oldest nature poem 
which we can date in the English 
language after the Anglo-Saxon pe- 
riod, but it is the gentle Spenser, in 
“The Shepheards’ Calendar” toward 
the end of the sixteenth century, who 
first recognized the possibilities of 
characterizing and symbolizing the 
spirit of the twelve months in his 
series of eclogues. Still later, it 
will be recalled, in that curious frag- 
- ment of Book VII which he appended 
to “The Faerie Queene” he personi- 
fied among other aspects of the 
panorama of nature's phenomena 
that {ncomparably picturesqve series 
of the months, represented as rid- 
ing past. After “the faire May’”’ 


7 came folly June, arrayd 
All in greene leaves, as he a Player 
were; 
Yet inthis time, he wrought as well 
as playd, 
That by his plough-yrons mote right 
well appeare. 


For some two centuries afterward 
I find no comparable recognition of 
this month; none in fact prior to a 
number of beautiful descriptions in 
the poetry of the romanticists and 
coming close together in time. There 
are the familiar lines in “The Ancien 
Mariner,” % 


A noise like of a hidden brook 

In the leafy month of June, 

That to the sleeping woods all night. 
Singeth a quiet tune. 


Then Leigh Hunt's too little re- 
membered apostrophe to the grass- 
hopper,— 

Green little vaulter in the summer 
grass, 
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Catching your heart up at the feel 
of June, 


Though not attaining perhaps the 
level of these breathless lines in any 
one verse, Shelley has left us two 
passages which we should recall at 
least once a year—or perhaps we 
may say, for thirty days each year! 
—so fragrantly do they breathe of 
June’s essence. The poem, “Summer 
and Winter,” opens thus:

These, representative illustrations 
—and there are, of course, a multi- 
tude more-—may serve to show how 
English poets have looked upon the 
manifold wonders of these days of 
summer's ripening breath. 

Also I have become deeply im- 
pressed with the number of sincere | 
and lovely separate poems which 
have been inspired by June in Amer- 
ica. There springs to memory first 
of all that title—simple, homely, and 
somehow ‘characteristically Ameri- 
can, of James Whitcomb Riley~ 
“Knee-Deep in June.” Written in the 
“Hoosier dialect,” and not perhaps 
very exalted art, this poem has caught 
the atmosphere of wide open spaces 
of the American west, its fields, or- 
chards, and June skies, together with 
a homely straightforward character 
of its temper, as few poems have, It 
could have been written nowhere but 
in the western United States. And 
it deserves to live as truly nature 
poetry. 

Certainly the first memorable 
poem on the subject in America is 
Bryant’s “June” pervaded with the 
gentlest melancholy, but, to quote 
Poe, “nothing could be more melo- 
dious in.its rhythmic flow.” 
The poet is thinking of his home in 
the Massachusetts hills when he 
records his emotion in the: opening 
lines: 

I gazed upon the glorious sky 

And the green mountains round, 


and shows his delight 


in flowery June 
When brooks send up a cheerful tune 
And groves a joyous sound. 


The five stanzas following, in the 
varied scer2s which they picture, 
conceivably be English in

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HE old 

dates back to very early days,

It is, of course, chiefly famous 
for its splendid Abbey, the greater 
part of which is now in ruins, 
though a portion of it is still used 
as a church.

A Glance at Spanish- 
American Poetry 


When .Spanish America won her 
poetic freedom from Spain she did it 
so radically and vigorously that at 
the same stroke she _ transferred 
lyrical leadership to the New Worla. 
Today Spanish poetry is dominated 
by the movement initiated in 1889 by 
Rubén Dario cf Nicaragua, and by 
tendencies originating in ihat move- 
ment. 

In contrast with the poets who 
performed a similar service in Eng- 
lish-speaking America, the Spanish- 
American modernistas did not break 


out of the jail of stilted forms to rush 


exuberantly into the wide open 
spaces, but assailed and made them- 
selves supremely at home,in all sorts 
of intricate Greek and -Gallic pal- 
aces and old Spanish castles. Dario's 
symphonic powers are as versatilo as 
Swinburne’'s, and far less tricky. 

More important. of course, was the 
emancipation from the romanticist 
attitudes which had characterized 
the two previous generations, and 
from the pomposity which weighed 
down poetry as with a load of eu:pty 
barrels. The modernistas humanized 
without democratizing the expres- 
sion of our spirit as rendered in 
verse. 

Far from losing in subtlety what it 
gained in directness, the new poctry, 
adapting freely to its uses from the 
French symbolists and parnass‘ans, 
became the most agile instrument 


‘ever fashioned out of the Spanish 


tongue. In the hands of Darfo, Her- 
rera Reissig, and Lugones, it per- 
formed miracles of coloring; under 
Amado Nervo’'s teuch it lent itself to 
highly civilized simplicity; Chocano's 
heavy but intuitive mind summoned 
epic clamors from it.... 

Perhaps the most interesting de- 
parture within the modernista move- 
ment—itself the most interesting of 
all departures ‘n Spahish poetry 
since the century of G6ngora and 
Quevedo—is the :ecent release of the 
lyrical tongues of women, which had 
hitherto spoken cither not at all, or 
else with prim conventionaiity. Mili- 
tant feminity — not feminism — has 


broken down formidable barriers of 


social prejudice with a sweep of 
glory.

HOSE who are in need of healing 
from pain or any other form of 
discord may find much instruc- 
tion and inspiration in the narration 
in Luke's gospel of the healing of the 
centurion's servant. The healing 
methods of Jesus and their applica- 
tion are becoming today a subject of 
deep interest to nearly all the world.

To express these divine qualities 
is to begin to understand God in all 
His glory; and the active demonstra- 
tion of the healing efficacy of true, 
right thinking and living is the in- 
tent of the teachings of Christian 
Science. These teachings emphasize 
the necessity of the overcoming of 
selfishness and fear,—indeed, of all 
erroneous thinking; and through the 
extermination of these hindrances, 
true health is realized. Even as the 
removal of dust or cobwebs from @ 
window permits the sun to illumine 
the room within, so the removal of 
disturbing thoughts makes place for 
a healthy, spiritual atmosphere.

| President Coolidge, on 
the eve of his departure from Washington for 
his summer vacation, was informed that the 
returns under the prevailing levies are much 
larger than had been expected. This, together 
with the large savings in expenditures made 
possible by the Administration’s economy pro- 
gram, creates a surplus which will make pos- 
sible an estimated lowering, by at least 25 per 
cent, of the burden now popularly borne. 

The most encouraging feature thus disclosed 
is the continuously increased prosperity of the 
The people are 
richer and the country is far more prosperous 
than was estimated in September last when 
even optimistic preliminary figures were com- 
piled. The result has been to swell the Govern- 
ment’s revenues to a point where another con- 
siderable reduction in taxes can be made. 
While it is estimated that this surplus may be 
increased so largely by the payment of interest 


by foreign governments on post-war loans that | 


still greater cuts in tax levies will be possible, it 
is announced that President Coolidge is not 
disposed at present to take this possibility into 


consideration. He recently made it quite clear | 


that he had not changed his policy of leniency 
toward the country’s European debtors. It is 
said that if it is within his power he will not 
permit Congress to insist that the terms to be 
applied generally to such obligations shall be 
those governing British payments, but that they 
Shall be based upon the capacity of the indi- 
vidual countries to pay. Wherever conditions 
permit the application of the rule which Great 
Britain has imposed upon herself, however, he 
will not oppose its adoption. This is upon the 
theory that the soonor the obligations are can- 
celed the sooner the debtor nations will be able 
to restore normal economic and financial condi- 
tions at home. His first object is to get all debtor 
nations to arrange mutually satisfactory terms 
so that the debts can be adjusted. Then the 
United States will be in a position to reckon on 
what its fixed income from such sources will be. 

President Coolidge makes no secret of the 
fact that he regards the problem of federal taxa- 
tion as the most important one which the Ad- 
ministration now faces. He accepts it as his 
first duty to effect economies in expenditures 
which will make possible an immediate lifting of 
the burdens of war-time taxation. Greater and 
quicker expansion of business and industry can 
thus be made possible. He sees no benefit from 
the extravagant expenditure of public moneys. 
He believed this before his visit to the middle 
west. It is said that he is now more than ever 
convinced that the outstanding policy of his 


- Administration should be economy and conse- 


quent tax reduction. 


great need now is to compel its adoption by 
states and~municipalities. There has been an 
orgy of spending, induced in large part by the 


tax-free, state, county and city bonds. Tremen- 
dous burdens have been placed upon industry 
and upon the individual taxpayers by this too 
generous expenditure of money which must 
eventually be repaid. These obligations cannot 
be canceled or repudiated, but a halt can be 
called in assuming additional debts. 

Regarding federal relief legislation, it is en- 
couraging to note the general agreement that 
seems to prevail among the leaders of all politi- 
cal factions and parties that the reductions in 
surtaxes proposed by Secretary Mellon in the 
measure which was defeated in the last Con- 
gress should be made. Democratic members 
now agree that the country is so rich that sur- 
taxes should be reduced to enable funds, now 
invested in tax-exempt securities, to be released 
and used in industry. With this reassurance it 
will be a comparatively easy matter for Admin- 
istration leaders to draft a bill which will meet 
little opposition when Congress convenes in 
December. 
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The action of the Pittsburgh Coal Company, 
one of the largest American producers of bitu- 
minous coal, in closing 
down fifteen of its union 
mines, with the reports 
of reduced production in 
other coal regions, has 
been made the-occasion 
for extended comment 
on what are asserted to 
be unfavorable condi- 
tions created by the demand of the organized 
mine workers for the union wage scale. It is 
claimed that with a declining demand for coal 
the available markets are being largely sup- 
plied by the product of nonunion mines, which, 
because of the lower wages paid or other ad- 
vantages, are able to undersell their union com- 
petitors. That, with practically the same phys- 
ical conditions, so far as size of coal seams, 
quality of the product and freight charges to 
point of consumption are concerned, the mine 
paying the lowest wages can afford to cut sell- 
ing prices, is self-evident. With a capacity for 
total production far exceeding the present de- 
mand, conditions of destructive competition 
have been created for which there has as yet 
appeared to be no effective remedy.

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Britain and the United States Jend themselves in a marked | station 


degree to considerations of the future possibilities of 
aircraft in this connection, and with the same object in 
view, namely, that of bringing the nations into closer 
material contact, the question has been viewed from 
many and varied standpoints. With the introduction of a 
new and highly ambitious scheme put forward by a 
business group in London, this subject again becomes the 
source of discussion in aeronautica: spheres. 

Hitherto, it has been customary in general to regard 
the large dirigible airship as the future air liner plying 
across the oceans of the upper strata, and the smaller. 
though quicker, airplane is usually considered as filling 
its logical purpose in serving as an aerial feeder from 


outlying airports to the main trunk lines, That there are 


those who are not convinced that the airship is neces- 
sarily the solution to long-distance rapid transportation 
by air is revealed by an insight into the details of the 
British project, whereby the linking together of London 
and New York by regular air traffic is to be carried out 
without the employment of lighter-than-air craft, flying 
boat air liners being called upon to perform this service. 

Put briefly, the plan is to utilize large multiengined 


_ flying boats operating over the transoceanic routes with 
_ Specially designed “station ships” placed at suitable in- 


tervals across the ocean to be used as refueling and, if 
necessity calls for such, as repair stations, at which the 
air liners will call whilst en route across the Atlantic.

The flying boats are to be of such construction and 
size as to render alighting upon the water in all but the 
most severe storms a practicable maneuver, but the 
difficulties of approaching a station ship under such con- 
ditions without fear of a collision offer a p 
solution of which is not immediately apparent. 
course, be possible to land the large flying boat liners 
directly, onto the deck of the station ship provided there 
is no fog to mar the visibility.

In such a case, assuming a 
charge of twelve cents per letter, and the average weight 
of each letter is one-third of an ounce, a revenue per trip 


of approximately $6500 would be forthcoming, whilst ~ 


the running expenses are estimated at $1250 per air liner 
per trip. ‘This latter figure does not, of course, include 
the cost of the supply ships, and jt.is not easy to estimate 
what this would be, but a very promising balance sheet 
has been prepared. 

The saving in time between London and New York 
would certainly make the enterprise a most attractive 
one. Bringing these two great centers within forty-eight 
hours of each other is a feature certain to encourage very 
active and extensive support once the reliability has been 
well established and the extension of the possibilities 
to the catriage of passengers, which will follow, should 
bring even greater revenue. But the whole scheme is an 
ambitious one, and at this stage experts deem it wise to 
maintain conservative silence as to the possibilities and 
drawbacks:

“Four Views of the Peace Pact” 


To the Editor of THe Curistian Scrence Monrror: 


May I make a small but not unimportant correction 
of a statement which appeared some time ago in an 
otherwise excellent editorial in the Monitor, entitled 
“Four Views of the Peace Pact”? 

In an analysis of the position of the. various parties 
you say, “England, on its side, has abandoned the diplo- 


_matic tradition that safety is to be found in a balance 


of powers on the Continent. It no longer believes that 
by keeping France and Germany apart it will be able 
to sway events.” 

This interpretation of the policy of the balance of 
power ig a very common, but historically a quite errone- 
ous, interpretation. It is just like saying that the Monroe 
Doctrine was declared by the United States because she 
wanted to control and exploit the Americas by herself. 

The traditional doctrine of the balance of power is 
simply this, that the policy of Great Britain is determined 
to prevent the establishment of any military hegemony 
over the whole of Europe by any one power or alliance 
of powers. It is not concerned with keeping nations 
apart. It is solely concerned to prevent any one power 
or group of powers from establishing the dominance of 
its will over the rest by armaments. 

The true doctrine of the balance of power (and that 
doctrine is very rarely understood) must be an essential 
part of the external policy of every free aation, for it 
is necessary to the existence of freedom. The United 
States, for instance, could not be indifferent if any great 
power endeavored to build up naval or military power 
which would give it complete supremacy over all its 
ae any par’ of the wortd. 

e doctrine is still as much a part of the foreign 


policy of Great Britain as it was in the days of Louis 


XIV, Napoleon, or William of Hohenzollern. And it is 
in no way inconsistent with world peace, with the League 
of Nations, with the outlawry of war, with disarmament, 
federation of Europe. It is, indeed, essential
